ADMINISTRATION  REPORT  FOR  1916. 


Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  the  report  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year 

1916. 

I.  Vital  Statistics. 


General. — The  year  1916  was  marked  by  an  unusual  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases, 
the  total  number  of  cases  of  all  kinds  recorded  being  6,179,  as  compared  with  the  average  of 
2,355  during  the  previous  1 0  years,  and  the  highest  previous  record  of  3,371  in  1908.  This 
increase  was,  however,  chietiy  due  to  chicken-pox,  with  3,204  cases,  and  measles,  with  1,353  cases. 
Of  the  more  dangerous  infectious  diseases,  there  was  only  one  case  of  small-pox  and  two  of 
cholera,  but  plague  showed  some  signs  of  increased  activity,  with  291  cases,  compared  with  138 
during  the  preceding  year.  It  was,  however,  still  not  so  prevalent  as  during  1914,  when  413 
cases  were  recorded.  Enteric  fever,  with  440  town  cases,  showed  a  tendency  to  increase,  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  3  years,  during  which  the  corresponding  totals  were  393,  229,  and  415, 
respectively.  The  incidence  of  phthisis  was  much  the  same  with  806  cases,  as  against  892  in 
1915  and  771  in  1914. 

Turning  to  the  general  death-rates,  the  crude  death-rate  from  all  causes  was  277  per 
1,000  which  is  slightly  higher  than  in  the  preceding  2  years,  when  the  corresponding  rates  were 
26  3  and  26  9  respectively.  The  infant  mortality,  on  the  other  hand,  was  only  234  per  1,000 
births,  which  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded.  The  infant  death-rate  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most 
satisfactory  features  of  the  Colombo  statistics,  for  it  has,  with  only  one  rather  serious  set  back  in 
1908,  been  rapidly  falling  during  the  last  13  years,  i.e.,  since  1903,  when  the  rate  was  410  per 
1,000  births  (  vide  diagram  annexed. ) 

The  comparative  absence  of  small-pox  and  cholera,  and  the  reduction  in  the  infant 
mortality  is  very  satisfactory,  but  the  tendency  towards  increased  prevalance  of  plague  and 
enteric  fever  is  a  rather  disquieting  feature  in  the  vital  statistics,  more  especially  when  it  is 
considered  how  handicapped  we  are  in  dealing  effectively  with  plague  so  long  as  the  City 
contains  such  a  large  proportion  of  buildings  which  are  so  constructed  that  they  form  ideal  con¬ 
ditions  for  rat  infestation.  As  regards  enteric  fever,  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  is  without 
doubt  to  a  large  extent  the  result  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  householders  in  the  matter  of 
maintaining  their  so  called  dry-earth  latrines  in  a  sanitary  state  and  the  sooner  these  abomina¬ 
tions  disappear  from  Colombo  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  health  of  the  town. 

Details  of  dangerous  infectious  diseases. 

Small-^ox. — Only  one  case  of  this  disease  was  recorded  during  the  year,  on  17th  April, 
at  305  East  and  West  Baseline  road.  With  the  exception  of  cases  under  treatment  at  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  and  which  were  derived  from  the  Port,  there  had  been  no  cases  of  small-pox 
in  Colombo  since  the  4th  November,  1915,  nor  did  any  further  case  occur  subsequently. 

Vaccination. — 10,030  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Government  vaccinators,  and 
472  by  the  Municipal  vaccinators  representing  a  total  of  10,502  of  which  7,018  were  primary  and 
3,484  were  re-vaccinations. 

Cholera. — Two  brothers,  Tamils,  both  employed  as  coolies  within  the  Customs  premises 
were  reported  on  5th  June,  as  suffering  from  cholera,  bacteriologically  confirmed,  one  of  whom 
died  and  the  other  recovered.  The  source  of  infection  was  not  traced,  but  as  there  was  no 
cholera  in  Colombo  at  the  time  and  no  further  cases  occurred,  it  is  inferred  that  the  infection 
was  derived  from  some  source  outside  Ceylon. 

Plague. — 291  cases  were  recorded  of  which  159  were  septicremic,  and  132  were  bubonic 
in  type,  all  of  the  septicsemic  and  114  or  86'4  per  cent  of  the  bubonic  cases  proved  fatal.  No 
septicsemic  case,  verified  bacteriologically  as  plague,  has  ever  recovered  amongst  the  Colombo 
cases  since  the  disease  first  appeared  here. 

The  virulence  of  this  disease  shows  no  signs  of  abating,  but  on  the  contrary  appears  to 
be  increasing.  Thus  the  case  mortality  for  all  cases  which  was  92-2  per  cent  in  1914,  was  92’8 
per  cent  in  1915,  and  93'8  per  cent  in  1916.  No  increase  in  the  mortality  rate  of  the  septiciemic 
cases  is  of  course  possible,  and  the  increase  in  the  total  case  mortality  is  entirely  due  to  a  higher 
rate  of  mortality  amongst  the  bubonic  cases,  the  rates  for  which  have  been  as  follows,  viz : — 
81'3  per  cent  in  1914,  82'8  per  cent  in  1915,  and  86-4  per  cent  in  1916.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
the  class  of  people  chiefly  attacked  by  this  disease  so  strenuously  oppose  any  attempt  at  prophy¬ 
laxis  by  means  of  plague  vaccine,  which  is  said  to  give  good  results  in  other  countries. 

II.  Administration. 

General. — As  the  result  of  68,290  sanitary  inspections  paid  during  the  year,  5,882  sanitary 
defects  of  various  kinds  were  found,  a  large  proportion  of  which  come  under  the  heading  of 
“  filthy  premises.”  The  parties  responsible  were  in  each  case  warned  to  abate  the  nuisance,  and 
in  3,032  instances  this  warning  was  complied  with.  In  2,271  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to 
serve  written  notices  and  of  these  1,381  were  complied  with.  2423  prosecutions  for  offences  against 
the  sanitary  laws  were  entered,  in  2,246  of  which  convictions  were  obtained,  fines  aggregating 
Rs.  31,157  being  imposed. 
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Insanitary  dwellings—  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  104  dwellings  which  had  been 
previously  closed  under  the  Plague  Regulations  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  were  still  closed. 
During  the  year  146  further  insanitary  dwellings  were  closed  under  the  same  regulations,  while 
156  premises  were  structurally  improved  at  the  instance  of  this  Department. 

Wells  and  cesspits—  44  polluted  or  abandoned  wells,  and  8  foul  cesspits  were  closed  after 

notice. 

Disinfection ,  cleansing  andrat  hole  filling.—  3,192  premises  were  disinfected,  in  503  of  which 
phthisis  had  occurred,  while  155  loads  representing  8,378  articles  were  passed  through  the 
Equifex  steam  disinfector.  761  premises  in  which  cases  of  dangerous  infectious  diseases  had 
occurred,  or  which  were  in  such  a  dangerously  filthy  condition  as  to  require  immediate  cleansing, 
were  scavenged  by  the  cleansing  gang  of  this  Department.  This  gang  also  carries  out  the 
special  measures  adopted  in  cases  of  plague,  and  during  the  year  they  found  26,042  rat  holes  in 
5,061  premises,  i.e.,  an  average  of  5  rat  holes  per  house.  All  these  were  fumigated  by  means  of 
the  Clayton  machines  and  then  filled  up  with  cement  mortar.  The  floors  of  2,457  premises  were 
pesterined  and  the  tiles  removed  from  387  plague  infected  houses.  14  premises  were  cleared  of 
snails  which  have  become  a  troublesome  pest  of  late  years. 

Anti-mosquito  work. — 8,505  houses  and  tenements  were  inspected  with  the  result  that 
161,097  potential  and  3,834  actual  breeding  places  were  found.  Only  22  complaints  in  regard  to 
mosquitoes  were  received  which  is  however  obviously  not  to  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  the 
freedom  of  the  town  from  this  pest.  The  Queen’s  House  block  was  inspected  41  times  during 
the  year. 

Laboratory  Work. 

City  Analyst. — 166  samples  of  the  town  water  drawn  at  various  places,  some  from  mains 
and  some  from  house  taps,  were  examined  by  the  City  Analyst,  all  of  which  were  reported  to  be 
of  good  quality. 

28  samples  from  wells  were  examined,  21  being  condemned  and  7  passed. 

Of  473  samples  of  milk  collected  by  the  Inspectors  from  milkmen  while  on  their  way  to 
their  customers,  409  were  passed,  and  64  or  15.4  per  cent  were  condemned.  There  has  been  a 
tendency  during  the  last  two  years  towards  more  frequent  adulteration,  due  probably  to  the 
fact  that  the  Inspectors  have  not  had  so  much  time  to  devote  to  milk  sampling  as  hitherto  on 
account  of  plague  work. 

Municipal  Bacteriologist. — 23,546  rats  were  examined  for  plague,  smears  being  in  every 
case  made  for  microscopical  examination,  with  the  result  that  62  or  0'26  per  cent  infected  rats 
were  detected.  This  work  involved  the  carrying  out  of  47,092  separate  tests  including  the  inocu¬ 
lation  of  17  guinea  pigs  of  which  8  developed  plague.  2,530  specimens  of  blood,  urine,  faeces, 
sputum,  spleens,  &c.  were  received  and  examined,  of  which  117,  as  compared  with  68  in  1915, 
were  sent  in  by  Medical  Practitioners.  This  indicates  an  increasing  appreciation  by  the  Medical 
Practitioners  of  the  assistance  rendered  to  them  by  the  Department.  29  anti-typlioid  inocu¬ 
lations  of  vaccine  prepared  in  the  Laboratory  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  stock  of  anti-plague  vaccine  which  was  obtained  from  India  was  not  used  and  may 
now  be  considered  unfit  for  use.  There  is  no  demand  for  this  prophylactic,'  but  on  the  contrary 
the  people  who  are  most  exposed  to  plague  infection  have  a  profound  suspicion  of  it  and  objec¬ 
tion  to  its  use. 

Food  Inspection. — This  most  important  branch  of  the  work  was,  as  usual,  to  a  large 
extent  neglected  except  in  so  far  as  the  examination  of  consignments  reported  by  the  Customs 
authorities  was  concerned.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  carry  on  the  work  of  food  inspection 
efficiently  until  at  least  one  trained  food  inspector  is  appointed  and  employed  solely  upon  this 
duty,  and  it  will  be  impossible  now  to  secure  the  services  of  such  an  officer  until  the  war  is  over. 

Municipal  Midwives. — The  Municipal  Midwives,  of  whom  there  are  7,  attended  666  con¬ 
finements  resulting  in  the  birth  of  674  children.  There  were  19  still  births. 

Municipal  Dispensaries. 

Slave  Island. — Medical  Officer ,  Dr.  D.  W*  Perera. — 15,939  patients  were  treated,  their 
visits  aggregating  30,207  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  totals  of  13,233  and  30,207  in  1915. 
Phis  dispensary  is  undoubtedly  a  very  popular  institution  amongst  the  poor  people  as  the  result 
to  a  large  extent  of  Dr.  Perera’s  assiduous  attention  to  his  duty  and  his  skilful  treatment  of  their 
complaints.  He  paid  708  domiciliary  visits  to  persons  unable  to  attend  at  the  Dispensary. 

St.  Paul's.. — Medical  Officer ,  Dr.  !S.  D.  Fernando. — The  total  number  of  visits  by  patients 
to  the  St.  Paul  s  Dispensary  was  13,698.  I  am  unable  to  record  the  number  of  domiciliary  visits 
paid  by  the  Medical  Officer  as  this  information  has  not  been  furnished  in  time. 

Health  Visitors.— In  the  course  of  their  work  865  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors 
to  hand  fed  children,  while  instructions  in  regard  to  infant  feeding  generally  were  given  ar  3,283 
houses. 

Municipal  Fnteric  Hospital  at  Buller's  road. — 52  patients  were  admitted,  and  there  were  4 
cases  remaining  from  1915,  making  a  total  of  56  under  treatment,  47  cases  were  discharged  cured 
while  9  or  16T  per  cent  proved  fatal.  Dr.  Eapen,  who  had  done  such  good  work  for  the  Council 
at  this  Hospital,  was  transferred  by  Government  to  another  post  in  July,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Dr.  K.  K.  Jacob.  J 

Staff)  changes.  I  was  on  leave  in  England  from  24tli  March,  1916  till  4tli  February, 
1917,  during  which  period  Dr.  C.  V.  Aserappa  acted,  assisted  by  Dr.  E.  R.  Loos.
